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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Appeal 

1. An appeal under 37 CFR 1.191 was filed in this application on 12/19/01. Appellant's 
brief is due on 2/19/02 in accordance with 37 CFR 1.192(a). 

Response to Amendment 

2. The amendment filed 12/19/01 under 37 CFR 1 . 1 16 in reply to the final rejection has 
been considered but is not deemed to place the application in condition for allowance and will 
not be entered because: 

a. The proposed amendment raises new issues that would require further 
consideration and/or search. 

b. The proposed amendment is not deemed to place the application in better form for 
appeal by materially simplifying the issues for appeal. 

Regarding claims 1, 13, 25, and 36, the addition of the limitation of "a protocol signal of 
a facsimile communication protocol" raises new issues, not previously presented, requiring 
further consideration and search. 

Regarding claims 37 and 55, the addition of the limitation "standard" protocol signal 
does not material simplify the issues for appeal, thereby not placing the application in a better 
form for appeal. 



• 
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Regarding claims 43, 47, and 56 through 59, the addition of the limitations, like that of 
claim 43, stating "second instruction reception means for receiving an instruction that indicates a 
facsimile communication without reception of the instruction by the first instruction reception 
means", and "processing means Tor processing the facsimile image data received by said 
facsimile reception means without performing the converting by said conversion means in a case 
where said second instruction reception means receives the instruction" raise new issues, not 
previously presented, requiring further consideration and search. Further, claims 47 and 56 
through 59 add limitations similar to that of claim 43 above, also which raise new issues, 
requiring further consideration and search. 



3. The examiner notes that claim 54 remains unamended. Applicant's arguments do not 
include any remarks regarding claim 54. Because of this, the rejections of claim 54, as cited in 
the final Office action dated 6/19/01, under 35 U.S.C 102(e), as being anticipated by Houghton 
etal (U.S. Patent Number 6,009,153), as well as being anticipated by Bloomfield (U.S. Patent 
Number 6,025,93 1), are maintained.
